and Gives Reasons For His Selec- 
tion to Succeed Root as Secretary 
of State — Keystone State's Loyalty 
to Repj^jlican Party Is Recognized 
In Appointment of Favorite Son In 
Last National Convention. 


States Senator Philander C. Kuox of 
Pennsylvania has been offered, and 
has accepted the appointment as sec- 
reta:y of state in the Tatt cabinet, 
according to announcement made by 
the president-elect, which followed re- 
ceipt by Mr. Tat't of a telegram con- 
veying 
the 
information 
from 
Mr. 


Knox that he would accept the pre- 
miership of the Taft cabinet. Mr. Tat't 
without delay made the 
announce- 


ni^m that the matter w.i^ spttled. In 
sivir.jr the details of the negotiations 
he said that the offer was made to 
Mr. Kn'»x hist Sunday morning in 
New York, and that since tho offer he 
had not heard from Mr. Knox until 
the telegram 
of acceptance came. 


After a consultation with Secietary 
Root in Washington last Sunday af- 
t^ruoon Mr. Taft said he made an ef- 
fort to see the Pennsylvania senator 
there, but was informed that he was 
in New York to attend the dinner of 
t\\f Pennsylvania society. 
He wired 


Mr. Knox to see him at Henry "\V. 
Taft's 
residence 
Monday 
mornins- 


The appointment was kept. 


"I feel tlK«» I am to be congratulat- 


ed in securing the service of Senator 
Kuox in my cabinet." said 
Judge 


Taft. in making the announcement. 
and making the same with the under- 
standing that he was to be quoted. 


Gives His Reasons. 


"In selecting a secretary of state 


I wanted, first, a great lawjer. and 
second, a man who would fill tiie 
public eye not only here but abroad, 
as a man who stands out pre-emi- 
nently as a great American. Mr. 
Knox was a great attorney gencml: 
he was a prominent candidate for the 
presidency, and is recognized in the 
senate and elsewhere as cue of the 
great lawyers of that body." 


Judge Taft also feels that from a 


political viewpoint the selection of 
Mr. Knox is most happy. lie explain. 
ed that there was often a feeling that 
the state of Pennsylvania, with its 
assured Republican majority, often 
was slighted in the matter of recog- 
nition in the high councils of the 
party. That this will not be the case 
| in the next administration was indi- 
cated by the announcement by Mr. 
Taft that he should invite Senator 
Knox to come to Augusta, that he 
might consult him freely with refer- 
ence to filling out places in his cabi- 
net. 
In fact, he said that he felt, the 


need of such advice as he should be 
able to obtain from Mr. Knox regard- 
ing not only the cabinet, but many 
matters preliminary to the beginning 
of 
his 
administration. 
That 
Mr 


Knox's Influence will be potent was 
freely admitted by Mr. Taft. 


The hesitation of Senator Knox to 


make a more speedy decision is at- 
tributed hore to his desire to arrange 
with due regard for the interests of 
the party and his state for relinquish- 
ing his seat in the «enate. Mr. Taft 
evinced by many evidences his grati- 
fication at the decision which had 
been reached.
